The New York Sun’s correspondent 
with the blockading squadron off Ha­ 
vana, writing under the date of July 
IS, describes some incidents as follows: 
Judging from the events of the past 
few days, there is every reason for be­ 
lieving that determined efforts are be­ 
ing made to elude the vigilance of the 
blockading force investing this boomed 
city. The price of provisions of ail sorts 
is constantly increasing in Havana, and 
at present the profits that would accrue 
from the sale of the cargo of a success­ 
ful blockade runner would be so enor­ 
mous that it is not surprising that in­ 
terest is reviving in that precarious 
business. 
At the beginning of the war 
the effectiveness of the blockade, as 
shown by the prompt capture of every 
vessel that attempted to break through, 
produced a profound impression upon 
the mercantile world. It was impossible 
to prevail upon provision merchants to 
embark in such a dangerous enterprise, 
and shipowners were equally loath to 
risk the almost certain capture and con­ 
demnation of their vessels. In despera­ 
tion, with death from starvation star­ 
ing them in the face, the military au­ 
thorities in Cuba were driven to exert 
every ingenuity to ward off famine. 
For a time they achieved some small 
degree of success in this. 
The exigencies of the war demanded 
from time to time the withdrawal of a 
part of the blockading force. The naval 
expeditions to San Juan and to Santiago 
in search of Cervera’s fleet unavoidably 
weakened the squadron guarding the 
blockaded ports. The necessity of send­ 
ing large convoys of men-of-war to pro­ 
tect the defenseless transports in which 
our troops were carried to Santiago had 
a similar effect. 
While all this was 
temporary and while the fleet at the 
disposal of Admiral Sampson was being 
constantly re-enforced by new auxilia­ 
ries and yachts from the north, yet it 
nevertheless made possible the introduc­ 
tion into Havana of occasional small 
consignments of supplies. 
The principal route selected for this 
contraband trade was through the Isle 
of Pines and thence to Havana, via Ba­ 
tabano. In effect this made the Isle of 
Pines a port of entry for Havana for 
small vessels from Jamaican and Mexi­ 
can ports. It was a roundabout way and 
entailed great trouble and expense, but 
it kept the people from actual starva­ 
tion. The system was never established 
on a large scale and never had a ma­ 
terial effect upon the continuation of 
the war. The recent extensions of the 
blockade of the south ooast of Cuba, 
however, have entirely broken up this 
business. At the same time the blockade 
of the northern coast was made to em­ 
brace more ports, to render impossible 
the establishment of a similar source of 
supply upon that side. 
It w ill thus be 
seen that there is left but one means of 
introducing provisions into Havana, and 
that is the very precarious method of 
directly forcing an entrance through the 
fleet off the harbor. This accounts for 
the disastrous attempt on the part of 
the Alfonso XII. It has been fairly well 
established that the large steamer driven 
ashore by the Hawk and destroyed by 
the Hawk and Castine is the Alfonso 
XII. It is to be regretted that this truly 
magnificent steamer could not have been 
captured and taken into Key West a 
prize. She woald have made a valuable 
addition to our auxiliary navy. 
It will 
be remembered that the Hawk fell in 
with the Alfonso XII several nights 
ago. 
Until yesterday the name of the 
wrecked steamer was never positively 
determined. 
The method employed by Lieutenant 
Hood to signal to the Castine has caus­ 
ed considerable amusement in the fleet. 
In the chase the Hawk had proceeded a 
long distance to the west, and the Cas­ 
tine was unable to perceive the gun 
flashes from Mariel, near which port 
the Alfonso was driven on the beach and 
destroyed. Lieutenant Hood deemed it 
proper to remain near his prize all 
night in order to ward off any attempts 
at getting her afloat. 
Early the next 
morning he saw that she could not get 
off and that to complete her destruction 
heavier guns than those carried by the 
Hawk were required. 
He accordingly 
hoisted his largest American flag, union 
down, and steamed toward the Cas­ 
tine. 
As is well known to every one, 
this is an urgent signal of distress and 
indicates that immediate assistance is 
required. The Castine soon caught on 
and headed for the Hawk full speed. 
Captain Berry was much relieved, 
After megaphone communication had 
been established, to learn that nothing 
was wrong on board 
the Hawk and 
readily consented to afford his crew a 
little opportunity for practice at so real­ 
istic a target 
At two mile range he 
opened up with his 4 inch battery, and 


the usual excellent American marss- 
manship was displayed. 
Every shot 
struck and exploded, and the vessel was 
soon in flames. 
Sunday morning Commodore Howell, 
on the San Francisco, while making a 
tour of inspection of the blockading ves­ 
sels stationed here, ran in toward Mariel 
for a close look at the wrecked vessel. 
She was lying on one side, partially 
submerged, with her masts broken off 
short. The commodore, having recently 
been commander in chief of the United 
States naval force on the European sta­ 
tion, is very familiar with the distinc­ 
tive features of the vessels of the prin­ 
cipal steamship companies plying in the 
Mediterranean and along the coasts, 
and he immediately recognized the ves­ 
sel ashore as belonging to the Compania 
Trasatlantica of Cadiz and probably 
the Alfonso XII. 
This vessel was part 
of the auxiliary naval establishment of 
Spain and was provided with a number 
of h% inch Hontoria breechloading 
rifles, as well as several smaller rapid 
fire guns. 
It is believed that this bat­ 
tery, however, was not in place when 
she was attacked, as she made no at­ 
tempts at resistance. 
A Cuban insurgent gave information 
that the Alfonso carried a very large 
and valuable cargo, including provi­ 
sions for the soldiers in Havana, money 
for paying them off and considerable 
quantities of ammunition of all kinds. 
He also said that she carried two 12 
inch Krupp guns to be mounted as part 
of the defenses of Havana. 
Almost the 
entire cargo was destroyed, the provi­ 
sions being rained in the water and the 
ammunition exploded by the projectiles 
from the Hawk and Castine. The blue­ 
jackets on board the San Francisco 
eagerly besought Commodore Howell to 
permit them to try a few shots at the 
hulk, reminding him that they had been 
so unfortunate as to miss all the glory 
and excitement at San Juan and at San­ 
tiago. The commodore, although a strict 
disciplinarian, is a kind hearted and 
genial man, and he smilingly gave his 
assent to a few shots being fired into 
the wreck. 
In a twinkling the 6 inch battery on 
board the flagship was cast loose, and 
the gun captains soon demonstrated that 
their thorough training at subcaliber 
practice had borne good results. 
Every 
shot took effect and exploded in the 
hull, and the work of destruction was 
soon complete. Captain Leary was high­ 
ly pleased with the proficiency shown 
by his gunners and remarked that not­ 
withstanding the disparity in size he 
should like to put the San Francisco 
alongside the Pelayo for a few minutes. 
There is every reason to believe that he 
would make it interesting for the flag­ 
ship of Admiral Camara. Upon several 
occasions the explosion of the shells 
from the San Francisco apparently de­ 
tonated other explosives stored in the 
Alfonso, for the great disruptive effect 
could be accounted for in no other way. 
Great credit is due to Lieutenant 
Hood for the excellent judgment dis­ 
played by him in compelling so large a 
steamer to run ashore. The Alfonso XU 
has all the appearances of a man-of- 
war, and in the pitchy darkness of the 
night she loomed up as a marine mon­ 
ster. 
Observing her graceful lines and 
her two smokestacks, every man on 
board the Hawk felt sure they had en­ 
countered an enemy’s cruiser. 
The 
Hawk is a mere pygmy alongside the 
great transatlantic steamer, yet Lieu­ 
tenant Hood without hesitation deter­ 
mined to engage her, believing that he 
could in the darkness put up a stiff fight 
until some of the cruisers off Havana 
came to his assistance. 
As it turned 
out, the enemy did not return the 
Hawk’s fire, but put forth every effort 
to escape. Lieutenant Hood may receive 
recognition at the hands of the depart­ 
ment for his prompt and seamanlike ac­ 
tion in the matter. He was in the right 
place at the right time and did the right 
thing. 
He dealt a very severe blow to 
the enrny, and the moral effect of the 
failure to ran the blockade will be to 
deter others from making similar at­ 
tempts. Like Hobson, Hood hails from 
Alabama, and also, like Hobson, he 
* stood first in his class at the Naval 
academy. It has been asserted by some 
of the lieutenant’s friends that he 
would not seriously object to being 
transferred to the construction corps if 
it is contemplated to reward him for 
the destruction of an enemy’s vessel. 
On Sunday morning the Maple joined 
us, bringing mail and a fresh supply 
of newspapers—fresh to blockaders. A 
New York newspaper ten days old is 
not considered stale here. The papers 
brought by the Maple contained the first 
fall accounts to reach the blockade of 
the glorious victory achieved by the 
American navy at Santiago.

The Maple is not a stranger here 
and readily entered upon the perform­ 
ance of the duties assigned to her.

three times been sent into Havana un­ 
der a flag of trace, twice in connection 
with the exchange of Colonel Cortijo 
and others for the newspaper reporters

CUBA NOT CONQUERED YET. ; 
------------- 
Senor Cesare*, General Congos ta’* Secre­ 
tary, Gives H is Views on th e W ar. 
At Myrtle Bank hotel, in Kingston, | 
Jamaica, recently I met Senor Cesares, ; 
who during the long, troublous weeks | 
before the war was declared was secre- I 
tary to General Congosta at Havana. ; 
In those days Cesares had a I nit of 
rooms at the military palace. 
He be­ 
longed to the very small exclusive inner 
circle at the palace who used to walk 
on the Prado with their fingers on their 
lips and who knew Madrid’s secrets and 
helped Blanco form his plans and cabi­ 
nets. 
Very different was the Cesares 
who greeted me the other day, pale and 
emaciated. He has been living here for 
some weeks as a convalescent invalid in 
such retirement and obscurity that he 
might almost be said to be incognito. 
He led me into a corner of the smok­ 
ing room. “ I am glad to see you here, ” 
he said, “ although we are enemies— 
national enemies, I mean, but always 
personal friends. 
Like almost every 
Spaniard, I have the highest regard for 
American character. When do yon think 
this war will be over? When shall we 
go back to the friendship that has ex­ 
isted between your country and mine 
300 years? I was wounded by an Amer­ 
ican bullet when Captain Dorst tried to 
land in Cuba (Cesares pointed to an 
ugly scar on his forehead) and had fever 
afterward and am here getting well. 
Americans must have learned one thing 
by this war—that Spaniards are not 
cruel, not inhuman, bot quite as much 
men of honor as themselves.” 
“ How about the Spanish sharpshoot­ 
ers who fired into the Red Cross hos­ 
pitals near Santiago?” I asked. 
“ Most of those stories are lies, ” he 
replied. 
“ Spanish bullets that did fall 
in American hospitals did so by acci­ 
dent. 
Think of Porto Rico. 
There the 
only shell from the American fleet that 
did any damage was one that exploded 
in a hospital. It looked as if it had been 
fired there deliberately. The French and 
German consuls so reported to their 
governments, bnt I think they were 
wrong. 
Americans would not fire on a 
hospital. 
No; we shall not give up 
fighting yet. 
I don’t know what my 
government’s plans are as well as I did 
in Havana, but we want peaoe. If men 
and newspapers in New York and Mad­ 
rid would only stop calling names and 
use a little Christian charity, it is my 
opinion that peace would speedily fol­ 
low. 
But I shall return to Cuba soon. 
We may meet on some battlefield, for 
Cuba is not conquered y e t ”—F. H.

At the beginning of the war 
the effectiveness of the blockade, as 
shown by the prompt capture of every 
vessel th at attem pted to break through, 
produced a profound impression upon 
the m ercantile world. It was impossible 
to prevail upon provision m erchants to 
embark in such a dangerous enterprise, 
and shipow ners were equally loath to 
risk the alm ost certain capture and con­ 
dem nation of their vessels. In despera­ 
tion, w ith death from starvation star­ 
ing them in the face, the m ilitary au­ 
thorities in Cuba were driven to exert 
every ingenuity to ward off famine. 
For a tim e they achieved some small 
degree of success in this. 
The exigencies of the w ar demanded 
from tim e to tim e the w ithdraw al of a 
part of the blockading force. The naval 
expeditions to San Juan and to Santiago 
in search of Cervera’s fleet unavoidably 
weakened the squadron guarding the 
blockaded ports. The necessity of send­ 
ing large convoys of men-of-war to pro­ 
tect the defenseless transports in w hich 
our troops were carried to Santiago had 
sim ilar effect. 
While all this was 
tem porary and w hile the fleet a t the 
disposal of Adm iral Sampson was being 
constantly re-enforced by new auxilia­ 
ries and yachts from the north, yet it 
nevertheless made possible the introduc­ 
tion into Havana of occasional small 
consignments of supplies. 
The principal route selected for this 
contraband trade was through the Isle 
of Pines and thence to Havana, via Ba­ 
tabano. 
In effect this made the Isle of 
ines a port of entry for H avana for 
small vessels from Jam aican and Mexi­ 
can ports. It was a roundabout way and 
entailed great trouble and expense, but 
it kept the people from actual starva­ 
tion. The system was never established 
on a large scale and never had a m a­ 
terial effect upon the continuation of 
the w ar. 
The recent extensions of the 
blockade of the south ooast of Cuba, 
aowever, have entirely broken up this 
business. A t the same tim e the blockade 
of the northern coast was made to em­ 
brace m ore ports, to render impossible 
the establishm ent of a sim ilar source of 
supply upon th at side. 
I t w ill thus be 
seen th at there is left but one m eans of 
introducing provisions into Havana, and 
th at is the very precarious method of 
directly forcing an entrance through the 
fleet off the harbor. 
This accounts for 
the disastrous attem pt on the part of 
the Alfonso XII. It has been fairly well 
established th at the large steam er driven 
ashore by the Hawk and destroyed by 
the H aw k and Castine is the Alfonso 
XH. I t is to be regretted that this truly 
magnificent steamer could not have been 
captured and taken into Key West a 
prize. She would have made a valuable 
addition to our auxiliary navy. 
It will 
be remembered th at the H aw k fell in 
w ith the Alfonso X II several nights 
ago. 
U ntil yesterday the name of the 
wrecked steam er was never positively 
determ ined. 
The m ethod employed by Lieutenant 
Flood to signal to the Castine has caus­ 
ed considerable amusem ent in the fleet. 
In the chase the Hawk had proceeded a 
ong distance to the west, and the Cas­ 
tine was unable to perceive the gnu 
flashes from Mariel, near w hich port 
the Alfonso was driven on the beach and 
destroyed. 
Lieutenant Hood deemed it 
proper to rem ain near his prize all 
night in order to w ard off any attem pts 
at getting her afloat. 
E arly the next 
m orning he saw th at she could not get 
off and th at to complete her destruction 
heavier guns than those carried by the 
aw k were required. 
He accordingly 
hoisted his largest American flag, union 
down, and steamed toward the Cas­ 
tine. 
As is well known to every one, 
this is an urgent signal of distress and 
indicates th at im m ediate assistance is 
required. 
The Castine soon caught on 
and headed for the Hawk full speed. 
Captain Berry was m nch relieved, 
after megaphonio comm unication had 
been established, to learn th at nothing 
was wrong on board 
the Haw k and 
readily consented to afford his arew a 
ittle opportunity for practice at so real­ 
istic a target. 
A t tw o m ile range he 
opened up w ith his 4 inch battery, and 


m anship was displayed, 
struck aud exploded, and the vessel was 
soon in flames. 
Sunday m orning Commodore Howell, 
on the San Francisco, w hile m aking a 
tour of inspection of the blockading ves­ 
sels stationed here, ran in toward Mariel 
for a close look at the wrecked vessel. 
She was lying on one side, partially 
submerged, w ith ber masts broken off 
short. The commodore, having recently 
been commander in chief of the United 
States naval force on the European sta­ 
tion, is very fam iliar w ith the distinc­ 
tive features of the vessels of the prin­ 
cipal steam ship companies plying in the 
M editerranean and along the coasts, 
and he im m ediately recognized the ves­ 
sel ashore as belonging to the Compania 
Trasatlantica of Cadiz and probably 
the Alfonso XII. 
This vessel was part 
of the auxiliary naval establishm ent of 
Spain and was provided w ith a num ber 
of 
inch Hontoria breechloading 
rifles, as well as several sm aller rapid 
fire guns. 
It is believed that this bat­ 
tery, however, was not in place when 
she was attacked, as she made no a t­ 
tem pts at resistance. 
A Cuban insurgent gave inform ation 
that the Alfonso carried a very large 
and valuable cargo, including provi­ 
sions for the soldiers in Havana, money 
for paying them off and considerable 
quantities of am m unition of all kinds. 
He also said th at she carried two 12 
inch K rupp guns to be mounted as part 
of the defenses of Havana. 
Almost the 
entire cargo was destroyed, the provi­ 
sions tieing m ined in the w ater and the 
am m unition exploded by the projectiles 
from the Hawk and Castine. The blue 
jackets on 
board the San Francisco 
eagerly besought Commodore Howell to 
perm it them to try a few shots at the 
hulk, rem inding him th at they had been 
so unfortunate as to miss all the glory 
and excitem ent at San Juan and at San 
tiago. The commodore, although a strict 
disciplinarian, is a kind hearted and 
genial man, and he sm ilingly gave his 
assent to a few shots being fired into 
the wreck. 
In a tw inkling the 6 inch battery on 
board the flagship was cast loose, anc. 
the gun captains soon demonstrated th at 
their thorough training at subcaliber 
practice had borne good results. 
Every 
shot took effect and exploded in the 
hull, and the work of destruction was 
soon complete. Captain Leary was high 
ly pleased w ith the proficiency shown 
by his gunners and rem arked th at not­ 
w ithstanding the disparity in size he 
should like to put the San Francisco 
alongside the Pelayo for a few minutes. 
There is every reason to believe th at he 
would make it Interesting for the flag­ 
ship of Adm iral Camara. Upon several 
occasions the explosion of the shells 
from the San Francisco apparently de­ 
tonated other explosives stored in the 
Alfonso, for the great disruptive effect 
could be accounted for in no other way. 
G reat credit is due to Lieutenant 
Hood for the excellent judgm ent dis­ 
played by bim in compelling so large a 
steam er to run ashore. The Alfonso XH 
has all the appearances of a man-of- 
war, and in the pitchy darkness of the 
night she loomed up as a m arine mon­ 
ster. 
Observing her graceful lines and 
her two smokestacks, every man on 
board the Hawk felt sure they had en­ 
countered 
an enemy’s cruiser. 
The 
Hawk is a mere pygmy alongside the 
great transatlantic steamer, yet Lieu­ 
tenant Hood w ithout hesitation deter­ 
mined to engage her, believing th at he 
could in the darkness put up a stiff fight 
until some of the cruisers off Havana 
came to his assistance. 
As it turned 
out, the enemy did not return the 
H aw k’s fire, but put forth every effort 
to escape. Lieutenant Hood may receive 
recognition at the hands of the depart­ 
m ent for his prom pt and seamanlike ac­ 
tion in the m atter. He was in the right 
place a t the rig h t tim e and did the right 
thing. 
He dealt a very severe blow to 
the enmy, and the moral effect of the 
failure to run the blockade w ill be to 
deter others from making sim ilar a t­ 
tempts. 
Like Hobson, Hood hails from 
Alabama, and also, like Hobson, he 
stood first in his class a t the Naval 
academy. It has been asserted by some 
of the lieutenant’s friends th at he 
would not seriously object to being 
transferred to the construction corps if 
it is contemplated to rew ard him for 
the destruction of an enemy’s vessel. 
On Sunday m orning the Maple joined 
us, bringing m ail and a fresh supply 
of newspapers— fresh to blockaders. A 
New York newspaper ten days old is 
not considered stale here. 
The papers 
brought by tile Maple contained the first 
full accounts to reach the blockade of 
the glorious victory achieved by the 
American navy at Santiago. 
The story 
of the destruction of Cefv era’s fleet, the 
pride of the Spanish navy, caused great 
satisfaction to every officer and man 
present, aud their only regret was that 
they could not have shared in the great 
sea fight. 
Every one realizes, though, 
th at the work intrusted to the block­ 
aders, w hile monotonous and devoid of 
excitement of battle, is nevertheless of 
great responsibility, and all are deter­ 
mined th at no succor shall reach the 
enemy if it can be prevented by sleep­ 
less and untiring vigilanca 
The Maple is not a stranger here 
and readily entered upon the perform­ 
ance of the duties assigned to her. 
It 
w ill be remembered that the Maple has 
three tim es been sent into Havana un­ 
der a flag of truce, twice in connection 
w ith the exchange of Colonel Cortijo 
And others for the newspaper reporters 


bring about the exchange of Hobson and 
his gallant com rades. 
The Maple did 
not have to wait long for an experience 
this time. The very first night her look­ 
outs caught sight of a large steamer 
heading rapidly for Morro light. 
The 
Maple at once took up a position to in­ 
tercept the strange veen-l aud display­ 
ed a signal to determine her character, 
whereupon the intruder made off rapid­ 
ly in the darkness. 
The Maple chased 
her for an hour, but could not overhaul 
the escaping blockade runner, which 
finally disappeared to the northw ard 
and westward, frustrated in her attem pt 
to elude the vigilance of the watchers 
that guard the entrance to Havana. The 
crew of the Maple are disappointed be­ 
cause the inferior speed of that craft 
perm itted the enemy ’s vessel to escape 
capture.

CUBA NOT CONQUERED YET. 


Senor Cellaret, G eneral C on^otta’t Secre­ 
tary, Gives H it View* on th e W ar. 
At M yrtle Bank hotel, in Kingston, 
Jam aica, recently I m et Senor Cesares, 
who during the long, troublous weeks 
before the war was declared was secre­ 
tary to General Congosta at Havana. 
In those days Cesares had a lu it of 
rooms at the m ilitary palace. 
He be­ 
longed to the very small exclusive inner 
circle at the palace who used to walk 
on the Prado w ith their fingers on their 
lips and who knew M adrid’s secrets and 
helped Blanco form his plans and cabi­ 
nets. 
Very different was the Cesares 
who greeted me the other day, pale and 
emaciated. He has been living here for 
some weeks as a convalescent invalid in 
such retirem ent and obscurity that he 
m ight almost be said to be incognito. 
He led me into a corner of the smok­ 
ing room. “ I am glad to see you here, ” 
he said, “ although we are enemies— 
national enemies, I mean, but always 
personal friends. 
Like alm ost every 
Spaniard, I have the highest regard for 
American character. W hen do yon think 
this w ar will be over? W hen shall we 
go back to the friendship th at has ex­ 
isted between your country and mine 
300 years? I was wounded by an Amer­ 
ican bullet when Captain Dorst tried to 
land in Cuba (Cesares pointed to an 
ugly scar on his forehead) and had fever 
afterw ard and am here getting well. 
Americans m ust have learned one thing 
by this war—that Spaniards are not 
cruel, not inhuman, b at quite as much 
men of honor as them selves.” 
“ How about the Spanish sharpshoot­ 
ers who fired into the Red Cross hos­ 
pitals near Santiago?” I asked. 
“ Most of those stories are lies,’’ he 
replied. 
“ Spanish bullets that did fall 
in American hospitals did so by acci­ 
dent. 
Think of Porto Rico. 
There the 
only shell from the Am erican fleet that 
did any damage was one th at exploded 
in a hospital. It looked as if it had been 
fired there deliberately. The French and 
German consuls so reported to their 
governments, but I think they were 
wrong. 
Americans would not fire on a 
hospital. 
No; we shall not give up 
fighting yet. 
I don’t know w hat my 
governm ent’s plans are as well as I did 
in Havana, but we w ant peace. If men 
and newspapers in New York and Mad­ 
rid would only stop calling names and 
use a little C hristian charity, it is my 
opinion that peace would speedily fol­ 
low. 
B ut I shall retu rn to Cuba soon. 
We may m eet on some battlefield, for 
Cuba is not conquered y e t ” —F. H. 
Nichols in New York W orld.

Bullets were w histling over our heads 
in a perfect storm, but we were becom­ 
ing quite used to that sort of thing, and, 
being tired out, we lay down on the 
ground and tried to keep cool. 
W hile 
we were lying there a shell dropped at 
the feet of Sergeant W alker, not three 
J’eet from him. 
Fortunately it did not 
explode; if it had, the whole company 
woald have been wiped out. 
“ It gave some of the boys such a 
fright that they started to run, but Ser­ 
geant Walker called them back, assur­ 
ing them that the danger was passed 
and that he was going to use it for a 
seat. He walked over to it and planked 
himself down, but he had no more than 
touched it when he jum ped about five 
feet in the air and, grabbing himself by 
the seat of the trousers, yelled, ‘I t ’s 
hot!’ 
“ We staid there a ll the afternoon, 
and at night the shooting stopped, and 
we all lay down to sleep and dream of 
fresh 
bread, lobster salad and such 
things. 
We were suddenly awakened 
by a rifle shot on the guard line, and in 
an instant every man was on his feet 
and armed w ith his rifle. 
A moment 
later the Spaniards were seen coming up 
the hill on the m n, w ith bayonets fixed. 
The order was quickly given to begin 
firing, and almost instantly the guns 
blazed and roared from the hilltops right 
into the faces of the enemy.

ling gun then began to get in its work, 
and the Spaniards went down like grass 
before a mowing machine.

The Humidity Mater. 
The amount of moisture present or 
the humidity of the air is determined 
by a comparison of dry and wet bulb 
thermometers. They are both ordinary 
thermometers, but the bulb of the latter 
is covered with muslin that is wet In 
the latest form of instrument the ther­ 
mometers are mounted on arms carried 
by a shaft that is rotated by a crank 
which is geared to the shaft The mo­ 
tion af the shaft rotates the thermome­ 
ters in vertical planes and causes the 
water in the muslin to evaporate more 
or less rapidly, according to the amount 
of moisture in the air. This evaporation 
lowers the temperature of the thermom­ 
eter, and from tables constructed after 
long experiments the degree of moisture 
can be determined by the difference in 
temperature between the two thermom­ 
eters.-—B. J. Brindle in Popular Science

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The H um idity M eter. 
The amount of moisture present or 
the humidity of the air is determined 
by a comparison of dry and wet bulb 
thermometers. They are both ordinary 
thermometers, but the bulb of the latter 
is covered with muslin that is wet In 
the latest form of instrument the ther­ 
mometers are mounted on arms carried 
by a shaft that is rotated by a crank 
which is geared to the shaft The mo­ 
tion of the shaft rotates the thermome­ 
ters in vertical planes and causes the 
water in the muslin to evaporate more 
or less rapidly, according to the amount 
of moisture in the air. This evaporation 
lowers the temperature of the thermom­ 
eter, and from tables constructed after 
long experiments the degree of moisture 
can be determined by the difference in 
temperature between the two thermom­ 
eters.—E. J. Brindle in Popular Science

MISERIES OF STONEY 


SC EN ES AND IN C ID EN T S AFTER T H E 
BATTLE OF SAN JUAN. 
If any American thinks our troops 
i on Id have done better since they land­ 
ed in Cuba, a trip from Siboney to the 
present positions of the army would 
convince him to the contrary. 
I have 
recently returned from such a tour and 
have witnessed scenes that beggar de­ 
scription. 
On the way I met scores of 
wounded soldiers, walking as best they 
could to the general hospital at Siboney. 
Every wounded soldier whose injury 
did not affect his legs was compelled to 
walk to the hospital. 
There was more 
than enongh hauling of entirely dis­ 
abled soldiers to keep the oarts busy. 
The trail from Siboney to San Juan 
is so difficult of passage that one can 
realize the hardships our tromps en­ 
countered only by a personal visit. 
There are two parts of the trail, one be­ 
ing used for wagons and the other for 
men afoot. 
Both are as narrow as a 
canal towpath. In many places it is im­ 
possible for two wagons to pass, and the 
trail used by the soldiers is little wider 
than a railroad track, with wild pine­ 
apple and other tropical plants growing 
close to the edge of each side. 
For miles along this trail one has to 
wade through mud up to the knees, and 
the only variety in this experience is 
furnished when one gets to a stream of 
water. 
There the mud is not so thick, 
but in the five streams I forded in w alk­ 
ing to the headquarters at the front 
there was mud enough for All practical 
purposes. 
It is this water that the 
troops have to drink, and the wonder is 
that many of them can tell whether 
they are taking a drink or eating a mud 
pie. 
It was most pitiable to see the 
wounded we met while passing along 
this trail. 
Some had a hand shot off, 
others had lost a few fingers, and still 
others were mourning the loss of their 
teeth. 
Many had slight flesh wounds. 
All were greatly depressed and com­ 
plaining because they had to walk from 
the battlefield to the hospital 
But in 
making this complaint they were not 
justified by the more unfortunate who 
had been totally disabled by Spanish 
bullets. I talked w ith quite a number 
of these poor fellows riding along the 
rough road in carts without springs. 
W ith every step the mules took the 
carts jolted and the wounded groaned. 
Some distance up the trail from Si bo­ 
ney I noticed an American soldier lean­ 
ing over a small stream, bathing his 
head with the muddy water. 
When I 
reached his side, I saw that his front 
teeth had been knocked out by a bullet 
that had entered there and had come 
out again through his ear. After giving 
him what little help was possible I 
tried to cheer bim up. 
“ Oh, th at’s all 
right,” he said sadly. 
” 1 m ight be 
worse off. I ’ve got four teeth left. ” 
After I had crossed the little stream 
aud was about to push forward this 
wounded soldier sbonted, ‘‘It won’t 
cost me much for dentists now ; but, 
say, I don’t free any more of these 
blankety blank Cubans. ” 
While our party was making its way 
up the trail we suddenly were confront­ 
ed by a detachment of Americans. 
“ Th^re are some sharpshooters a little 
way above here,” their leader said. 
“ You had better look out. They could 
see those targets of yours a m ile.” The 
soldiers then passed on, leaving us to 
wonder what they m eant 
We didn’t 
wonder long. 
“ Say,” one member of our party 
drawled presently, “ if you know when 
you are well off you’ll give your hat a 
coat of m ud.” I did it, aud the others 
followed suit. 
We had started up the 
trail wearing helmets as white as snow. 
It was not our object to furnish Span­ 
ish sharpshooters with conspicuous tar­ 
gets, but that was what we had been 
doing. 
One of the most interesting experi­ 
ences I have heard of was that of Mr. 
McMillan, a son of Samuel McMillan, 
who was a park commissioner in New 
York when Strong was mayor. 
He is 
there as a member of the rough riders 
and was in the hot fighting on the way 
to San Juan. 
McMillan was living on 
lune water at the time, that being the 
only thing he oould take. 
He had been 
in the fighting line continuously for 30 
hours aud had received a slight wound 
in the leg. 
This did not incapacitate 
him, and he went to work helping to 
carry the wounded from the field. This 
work strained him somewhat and he 
was trying to recuperate when I met 
him. 
“ There is a dead Spanish sharpshoot­ 
er down the road a ways, ” he said. “ I 
finished him, all right. He was perched 
up in a tree well above the trail, and 
had four shots at my head before I lo­ 
cated him. 
I then raised my gun, took 
steady aim and fired. 
The bullet went 
straight, and the sharpshooter fired no 
more at m a He seemed to lose interest 
in matters, but he didn’t drop off the 
tree. I pushed through to where he was 
And knocked him out of the tree with 
my gun. He was very much dead when 
I left him. ” 
Many sad sights are to be witnessed 
at the army hospitals, bat the surgeons 
and their assistants are endeavoring to 
make the best of the situation. 
There 
are many reconcentrados in the hospital 
here. Their suffering is increased by the 
general coodition of filth that exists on 
all sides. Sibouey is a very dirty plaoe, 
and when the dirt and muddy water 
fail ro make the sufferers miserable the

.MISERIES OF SfBONEY 


SCENES AND INCIDENTS AFTER THE 


BATTLE OF SAN JUAN. 
If any American thinks our troops 
could have done better since they land­ 
ed in Caba, a trip from Hi boney to the 


i present position* of tile army would 
I convince him to the contrary. 
I have 
I recently returned from such a tour and 
have witnessed scenes that beggar de­ 
scription. 
On tile way I met scores of 
wounded soldiers, walking as best they 
I could to the general hospital at Hi boney. 
Every wounded soldier whose injury 
did not affect his legs was compelled to 
walk to the hospital. 
Thoro was more 
tiffin enough hauling of entirely dis­ 
abled soldiers to keep the oarts busy. 
Tho trail from Hibouey to San Juan 
is so difficult of passage that one can 
realize the hardships our tropes en­ 
countered only by a personal visit. 
There are two parts of the trail, one be­ 
ing used for wagons and the other for 
men afoot. 
Both are as narrow as a 
canal towpath. In many places it is im­ 
possible for two wagons to pass, and the 
trail used by tne soldiers is little wider 
than a railroad track, with wild pine­ 
apple and other tropical plants growing 
close to the edge of eaoh side. 
For miles along this trail one has to 
wade through mud up to the knees, and 
the only variety in this experience is 
furnished when one gets to a stream of 
water. 
There the mud is not so thick, 
but in the five streams I forded in walk­ 
ing to the headquarters at the front 
there was mud enough for all practical 
purposes. 
It is this water that the 
troops have to drink, and the wonder is 
that many of them can tell whether 
they are taking a drink or eating a mud 
pie. 
It was most pitiable lo see the 
wounded we met while passing along 
this trail. Some had a hand shot off, 
others had lost a few fingers, and still 
others were mourning the loss of their 
teeth. 
Many had slight flesh wounds. 
All were greatly depressed and com­ 
plaining because they had to walk from 
the battlefield to the hospital. But in 
making this complaint they were not 
justified by the more unfortunate who 
had been totally disabled by Spanish 
bullets. I talked with quite a number 
of these poor fellows riding along the 
rough road in carts withont springs. 
With every step the males took the 
carts jolted and the wounded groaned. 
Some distance ap the trail from Si bo­ 
ney I noticed an American soldier lean­ 
ing over a small stream, bathing his 
head with the muddy water. When I 
reached his side, I saw that his front 
teeth had been knocked out by a bullet 
that had entered there and had come 
oat again through his ear. After giving 
him what little help was possible I 
tried to cheer him up. “ Oh, that’s all 
right,’’ he said sadly. “ I might be 
worse off. I ’ve got four teeth left. ’’ 
After I had crossed the little stream 
and was about to push forward this 
wounded soldier shouted, “ It won’t 
cost me much for dentists now; but, 
say, I don’t free any more of these 
blankety blank Cubans. ” 
While our party was making its way 
up the trail we suddenly were confront­ 
ed by a detachment of Americans. 
“ There are some sharpshooters a little 
way above here,’’ their leader said. 
“ You had better look out. They could 
see those targets of yours a mile.” The 
soldiers then passed on, leaving us to 
wonder what they meant 
We didn’t 
wonder long. 
“ Say,” one member of our party 
drawled presently, “ if you know when 
you are well off you’ll give your hat a 
coat of mud.” I did it, and the others 
followed suit. 
We had started up the 
trail wearing helmets as white as snow. 
It was not our object to furnish Span­ 
ish sharpshooters with conspicuous tar­ 
gets, but that was what we had been 
doing. 
One of the most interesting experi­ 
ences I have heard of was that of Mr. 
McMillan, a son of Samuel McMillan, 
who was a park commissioner in New 
York when Strong was mayor. 
He is 
there as a member of the rough riders 
and was in the hot fighting on the way 
to San Juan. 
McMillan was living on 
lune water at the time, that being the 
only ching he oould take. He had been 
in the fighting line continuously for 30 
hours and had received a alight wound 
in the leg. 
This did not incapacitate 
him, and he went to work helping to 
carry the wounded from the field. This 
work strained him somewhat and he 
was trying to recuperate when I met 
him. 
“ There ie a dead Spanish sharpshoot­ 
er down the road a ways, ” he said. “ I 
finished him, all right. He was perched 
ap in a tree well above the trail, and 
bad four shots at my head before I lo­ 
cated him. 
I then raised my gun, took 
steady aim and fired. 
The bullet went 
straight, and the sharpshooter fired no 
more at ma He seemed to lose interest 
in matters, but he didn't drop off the 
tree. I pushed through to where he was 
iud knocked him out of the tree with 
my gun. He was very much dead when 
I left him. ” 
Many sad sights are to be witnessed 
at the army hospitals, bat the surgeons 
and their assistants are endeavoring to 
make the best of the situation. 
There 
are many recoucentrados in the hospital 
here. Their suffering is increased by the 
general condition of filth that exists on 
all sides. Si boney is a very dirty place, 
and when the dirt and muddy water 
fail to make the sufferers miserable the

They were 
accordingly put on board without being 
tested, but the Armstrongs, by whom 
the guns were made, insisted upon their 
being tested nevertheless. 
The Spanish commander of the ship 
protested, declaring that there was no 
time for a fall test and besides such a 
test of the guns on board would shatter 
the furniture, mirrors, etc., in the cab­ 
ins. The Armstrongs were still insistent, 
and finally a compromise was made 
whereby the guns were put ashore and 
tested at Spezia. The test was in every 
way satisfactory, but the Spanish com­ 
mander sailed away withont again ship­ 
ping the guns. This accounts for the 
fact that when the Cristobal Colon was 
run ashore and sunk by the American 
fleet on the Cuban coast it was found 
that she was without heavy armament.

Remarkable is 
the fact that the three men in the bas­ 
ket at the time it was destroyed escaped 
with but one slight injury. They were 
Colonel Drew, chief of engineers on 
General Shafter’s staff; Major J. B. 
Maxfield of the signal corps, and Ser­ 
geant Thomas C. Boone, detached from 
Company K of the Second Massachu­ 
setts volunteers, as telegrapher in the 
balloon detachment. 
Three of the men 
bolding the rope on the ground were 
wounded. The balloon was finally land­ 
ed in the middle of a stream waist deep 
just as the First and Tenth regiments 
of cavalry, dismounted, were charging 
a Spanish ambush in a field of wild 
corn on the west side of the stream, 
which for the terrible slaughter there is 
known as Hell’s crossing.—-Santiago 
Letter in Springfield Republican. 


The sailors on bourd the United States 
torpedo boat Porter were busily engaged 
the other morning in preparing the lit­ 
tle craft for the reception of the boiler 
makers, who are to improve her boilers 
and machinery. 
The officers and men 
are all enthusiastic over the perform­ 
ances of the miniature fighting ma­ 
chine and deplore the unfortunate eir- 
dumstances which deprived them of an 
opportunity of demonstrating the effi­ 
ciency of their boat in the great naval 
engagement off Santiago. 
Lieutenant John C. Fremont, the 
commander of the Porter, said recently 
in speaking of the conditions under 
which the services of a torpedo tost are 
best available: “ We have had no oppor­ 
tunity to use our torpedo boats in the 
course of the present war, as none of 
the engagements has been fought under 
conditions which would render the ad­ 
vance of one of these unarmored craft 
anything but suicidal The torpedo boat 
cannot be used to advantage except at 
night, as with our expert gunners she 
can be sunk long before she enters her 
zone of efficiency. The torpedo boat of­ 
fers an ample mark for the range of 
large guns even at a distance of five 
miles, and as she presents an advancing 
target her destruction is practically cer­ 
tain if she is discovered at that range. 
“ The destruction of the boat would 
not count in planning such an attack, 
rot the sacrifice would be useless, as in 
order to discharge her torpedo with ef­ 
fect the boat must be within 1,000 yards 
of her prospective prey. The command­ 
ers of torpedo boats, therefore, figure on 
getting within 30 seoonds of their zone 
of efficiency before discovery, as after 
that point is reached the enemy could 
not sink them before they had come 
within range and fulfilled their mis­ 
sion. 
What happens after that doesn’t 
enter into the calculations of the men 
who are working torpedo boats in our 
navy. 
“ Did you ever hear of a more gallant 
exhibition than was presented by those 


nice, clean sails all neatly furled and 
their graceful lies hidden beneath a 
fresh coating of paint. 
If you were to 
see those boats three months after their 
arrival in Cuban waters, you wouldn't 
recognize them as the same craft. 
All

seem to matter much what the style of 
the boats are, though, as long as they 
have got the right kind of men aboard.

San Juan, the principal city of Porto 
Rico, our new seat of war, is a perfect 
spec imen of a walled town, with port­ 
cullis, moat, gates and battlements.

pendous work and cost in themselves. 
Inside the walls the city is laid off in 
regular squares, six parallel streets run­ 
ning in the direction of the length of 
the island and seven at right angles. 
The houses are closely and compactly 
built of brick, usually of two stories, 
stuccoed on the outside and painted in 
a variety of colors. The upper floors are 
occupied by the more respectable peo 
pie, while the ground floors, almost 
without exception, are given nj) to ne­ 
groes and the poorer classes, who crowd 
one upon another in the most appalling 
manner. 
The population within the 
walls is estimated at 20,000, and most 
of it lives on the ground floors. 
In one 
small room with a flimsy partition 
whole family will reside. 
The ground floors of the whole town 
reek with filth, and conditions are most 
unsanitary. 
In a tropical country, 
where disease readily prevails, the con 
sequences of such herding may he easily 
inferred. There is no running water in 
the town. 
The entire population de­ 
pends on rainwater caught on the flat 
roofs of the buildings and conducted to 
the cistern, which occupies the greater 
part of the courtyard that is an essen­ 
tial part of Spanish houses the world 
over, but that here, on account of the 
crowded conditions, is small. 
There is no sewerage, except for sur­ 
face water and sinks, while vaults are 
in every house and occupy whatever re­ 
maining space there may be in the 
patios not taken up by the cisterns. The 
risk of contaminating the water is great, 
and in dry seasons the supply is entire­ 
ly exhausted. 
Epidemics are frequent, 
and the town is alive with vermin. 
The streets are wider than in the 
older part of Havana and will admit 
two carriages abreast. The sidewalks 
are narrow and in places w ill accommo­ 
date only one person. The pavements 
are of a composition manufactured in 
England from slag, pleasant and even 
and durable when no heavy strain is 
brought to bear upon them, but easily 
broken and unfit for heavy traffic. 
The 
streets are swept once a day by hand 
and, strange to say, are kept very clean. 
From its tiqiogmphical situation the 
town should be healthy, but it is not. 
The soil under the city is clay mixed 
with lime, so hard as to be almost like 
rock. It is consequently impervious to 
water and furnishes a good natural 
drainage. The trade wind blows strong 
and fresh, and through the harbor runs 
a stream of sea water at a speed of not 
less than three miles an hour. 
With 
these conditions no contagions diseases, 
if properly taken care of, could exist. 
Without them the place would be a 
veritable plague spot. 
Besides the town within the walls 
there are small portions just outside 
called the Marina and Puerta de Tierra, 
containing 2,000 or 8,000 inhabitants 
each. 
There are also two suburbs, one, 
San Tnrce, approached by the only road 
leading out of the city, and the other, 
Catano, across the bay, reached by ferry. 
The Marina and the two suburbs are 
situated on sandy points, or spits, and 
the latter are surrounded by mangrove 
swamps. 
The entire population of the 
city and suburbs, according to the census 
of 1887, was 27,000. It is now (1896) 
estimated at 30,000.

What happens after that doesn’t 
enter into the calculations of the men 
who are working torpedo boats in our 
navy. 
“ Did you ever hear of a more gallant 
exhibition than was presented by those 


nice, clean sails all neatly furled and 
their graceful lies hidden beneath a 
fresh coating of paint, 
lf yon were to 
set' those boats three months aft* r their 
arrival in Cuban waters, you wouldn't 
recognize them as the same craft. 
All 
that superstructure gingerbread busi­ 
ness ou their upjier deck will go by the 
board, and they will be glad enough to 
use the sails for awnings. 
It doesn't 
seem to matter much what the style of 
the boats are. though, as long as they 
have got the right kind of men aboard. 
Commander Wainwright rather upset 
some of our preconceived notions as to 
what could or could’t be done with 6 
pounders. 
“ A lot of the other officers of the 
fleet were congratulating him on his 
nerve after the fight was over. and I 
said: ‘Wainwright, it was your being 
so infernally pugnacious that saved you.

Spaniards at Santiago in bringing their 
boats out in the face of what they knew 
was absolute destruction? We were out­ 
side the line of ships at the time they 
attempted to escape, as it was daytime 
and we had withdrawn to take our 
sleep. 
We saw the fight, however, and 
some of our men were crying with ex­ 
citement and disappointment because 
we couldn’t take a hand. We got steam 
up, however, aud kept prowling around 
in hopes that some loophole would offer 
a big enough opening to allow us to slip 
in and polish off some one of the en­ 
emy’s ships. 
“ The use that was made of us during 
the long days and nights of weary 
watching outside the harbor offers a 
first rate example of the proper place 
for a boat of our claes. 
The fleet at 
night was distributed in a semicircle 
about the center to the harbor. 
The 
New York, Brooklyn and Oregon had 
the right of the line, with the other 
vessels of the fleet forming the other 
quarter of the half moon formation. 
The Texas and Iowa at sunset each 
night steamed within the circle and 
took up places side by side, almost di­ 
rectly in front of the entrance to the 
harbor. Then, when darkness obscured 
everything, we would steam slowly and 
quietly down the coast, hugging the 
shore and bring to directly underneath 
the guns of Morro Castle. 
The two big 
warships then began to manipulate 
their big searchlights, illuminating the 
entrance to the harbor, but taking care 
never to expose our hiding place. 
“ If any one of the Spanish boats had 
attempted to escape by night, we would 
have stolen out from our place of con­ 
cealment and while they were occupied 
with the Texas and Iowa would have 
delivered a missile which would have 
rendered any further exertion on the 
part of the other vessels in our fleet en­ 
tirely superfluous.” 
Lieutenant Fremont’s eyes wandered 
as he spoke over the various yachts in 
the yard which were beiug prepared for 
blockade duty of the Cuban coast “ See 
those little boats,“ he said. “ with their 


San Juan, the principal city of Porto 
Rico, our new seat of war, is a perfect 
specimen of a walled town, with port­ 
cullis, moat, gates and battlements. 
Built over 250 years ago, it is still in 
good condition and repair. 
The walls 
are picturesque and represent a stu­ 
pendous work and cost in themselves. 
Inside the walls the city is laid off in 
regular squares, six parallel streets run­ 
ning in the direction of the length of 
the island and seven at right angles. 
The houses are closely and compactly 
built of brick, usually of two stories, 
stuccoed on the outside and painted in 
a variety of colors. The upper floors are 
occupied by the more respectable peo­ 
ple, while the ground floors, almost 
without exception, are given nj) to ne­ 
groes and the poorer classes, who crowd 
one upon another in the most appalling 
manner. 
The population within the 
walls is estimated at 20,000, aud most 
of it lives on the ground floors. 
In one 
small room with a flimsy partition a 
whole family will reside. 
The ground floors of the whole town 
reek with filth, and conditions are most 
unsanitary. 
In a tropical country, 
where disease readily prevails, the con 
sequences of such herding may he easily 
inferred. 
There is no running water in 
the town. 
The entire population do 
pends on rainwater caught on the flat 
roofs of the buildings and conducted to 
the cistern, which occupies the greater 
part of the courtyard that is an essen 
rial part of Spanish houses the world 
over, but that here, on account of the 
crowded conditions, is small. 
There is no sewerage, except for sur­ 
face water and sinks, while vaults are 
in every house and occupy whatever re­ 
maining space there may be in the 
patios not taken up by the cisterns. The 
risk of contaminating the water is great, 
and in dry seasons the supply is entire­ 
ly exhausted. 
Epidemics are frequent, 
and the town ii alive with vermin. 
The streets are wider than in the 
older part of Havana and will admit 
two carriages abreast. 
The sidewalks 
are narrow and in places will accommo­ 
date only one person. 
The pavements 
are of a composition manufactured in 
England from slag, pleasant and even 
and durable when no heavy strain is 
brought to bear upon them, but easily 
broken and unfit for heavy traffic. 
The 
streets are swept once a day by hand 
and, strange to say, are kept very clean. 
From its topographical situation the 
town should be healthy, but it is not. 
The soil under the city is clay mixed 
with lime, so hard as to be almost like 
rock. 
It is consequently impervious to 
water and furnishes a good natural 
drainage. The trade wind blows strong 
and fresh, and through the harbor runs 
a stream of sea water at a speed of not 
less than three miles an hour. 
With 
these conditions no contagions diseases, 
if properly taken care of, could exist. 
Without them the place would be a 
veritable plague spot. 
Besides the town within the walls 
there are small portions just outside 
called the Marina and Puerta de Tierra, 
containing 2,000 or 8,000 inhabitants 
each. 
There are also two suburbs, one, 
San Tnrce, approached by the only road 
leading out of the city, and the other, 
Catano, across the bay, reached by ferry. 
The Marina and the two suburbs are 
situated on sandy points, or spits, and 
the latter are surrounded by mangrove 
swamps. 
The entire population of the 
city and suburbs, according to the census 
of 1887, was 27,000. It is now ( 1896) 
estimated at 30,000. 
One-half of the 
population consists of negroes and mix­ 
ed races.—Boston Transcript.

Think* W e Should H old th e Philippine* 
and Porto Hico a* Security For an In* 


dam nify and Soon Get R id o f T h em —No 
A nglo-Saxon A lliance. 


Justice David J. Brewer of the Unit- j 
ed States supreme court gave out the 
following interview recently declaring 
against the annexation of the Philip­ 
pines, Porto Rico and Cuba and against 
territorial expansion O ran Anglo-Amer­ 
ican alliance: 
" I think we may have to take posses­ 
sion of Cuba, Porto Rico and the Phil­ 
ippines as a war measure and for the 
purpose of getting indemnity. I should 
look upon all save Cuba simply in the 
same light as if I held a mortgage upon 
a man's farm. I would foreclose that 
mortgage not because I wanted to take 
the farm, but for the reason I wanted 
the farm to sell in order to raise the 
money. I do not see how Spain will 
ever be able to pay as an indemnity, 
and so I would take her real estate. I 
think it is consistent with our policy, 
and it is certainly necessary that we 
should keep Cuba for awhile and have 
an army there to maintain good order. 
There are more than a quarter of a mil­ 
lion people on the island, and it will 
take some time to get a stable govern­ 
ment, and until they do I think, as a 
matter of humanity, that we should 
keep a force of troops there to preserve 
order. When we have demanded posses­ 
sion of those islands as security for the 
payment of indemnity and have kept 
Cuba for the sake of order, I think we 
should then let them go. 
" I do not believe in colonial expan­ 
sion at all. 
I think Hawaii stands in 
different circumstances. 
My objection 
to colonial expansion is twofold. 
Yon 
take the Philippines with from 6,000,- 
000 to 10,000,000 of people, Caba 
with more than 250, OOO and Porto Rico, 
1 do not remember the number, but 
there is but one way to manage those 
people and that is by force, just as Eng­ 
land manages Egypt, South Africa and 
India to a great extent. 
Their govern­ 
ment over these colonies is arbitrary, 
despotic, yon may call it, but they ap­ 
preciate the necessity of good govern­ 
ment and govern wisely, but for all 
that it is not a government of the peo­ 
ple. I do not see how we could initiate 
that kind of colonial government with­ 
out changing our theories of govern­ 
ment. Of course we could govern them— 
that would not be a physical impossi­ 
bility—but in order to do so we must 
change our theories of government. 
"In the territory we have hitherto 
taken into our government we have in­ 
troduced a territorial system of govern­ 
ment, a territorial legislature, or a gov­ 
ernment of the people. 
I do not think 
that that can be done with those peo­ 
ple, and I think it will be introducing 
a new system of government into the 
United States. Again, I think it would 
compel an unnecessary increase in our 
army. I do not know but that some in 
crease is needed. 
We would be bound 
to have a large increase in our navy 
and I do not like the idea of the United 
States considering itself a military pow 
er. I think if we had a large army and 
a large navy we would be getting into 
trouble with other nations. It is human 
nature for an army officer and a navy 
officer to want promotion and if it does 
not come rapidly enough they want a 
war to bring it about. 
"In so far as the Philippines are con­ 
cerned especially it seems to me that it 
would be a black eye to the Monroe 
doctrine. When we said that the Euro­ 
pean nations must not take possession of 
any territory in this continent, it was a 
sort of implied declaration that we 
would not take any possessions in their 
continent. 
If we would reach out into 
Asiatic countries and take the islands 
there, it would look as though we could 
not say anything if European nations 
reach over here and take possession of 
territory. 
"There is another thing in this con­ 
nection I want to talk about. I have 
seen in a good many religious papers 
and heard in a few sermons that because 
we have the best civilization in the 
world it was our destiny and our Chris­ 
tian duty to reach out and make other 
nations accept our civilization. It seems 
to me that the best way we could make 
our civilization of value to others is by 
example and not by force. 
We could 
make it valuable to the world a great 
deal better by example than by appro­ 
priating territory. 
"If it had been proposed in congress 
the 1st of January to appropriate the 
Philippine islands, Porto Rico and Cu­ 
ba, I believe it would have been voted 
down fonr to one. 
Yet the war has de­ 
veloped such conditions that a great 
many men in congress as well as out 
of it are beginning to think that colo­ 
nial expansion is before us. There is a 
very different sentiment in congress 
than there was at that time." 
‘‘What is your idea about the pro­ 
posed Anglo-Saxon alliance as mention­ 
ed by Chamberlain in his speech some 
time ago aud talked of in the lTmted 
States'?" was asked. 
"I do not believe in a formal alliance. 
I think George Washington’s advice is 
as sound today as it was whet! it was 


given, to avoid all alliances. At the 
same time I believe in an arbitrating 
tribunal to settle all disputes between 
the two nations and also believe in the 
closest kind of intercourse between 
them. I think a formal alliance would 
expose us to the possibilities of contro­ 
versies with other nations." — New 
York Son.

DEAD. 


Th* C atholic P relate Died at H arrisburg 
o f C om plication o f D iseases. 


H a r r isb u r g , July 26,—Right Rev. 
Thomas McGovern, bishop of Harris­ 
burg diocese, died last evening at the 
episcopal residence in this city after a 
lingering illness from a complication of 
iiseases. 
He was born in the parish of San- 
libar, County Canan, Ireland, iq, 1832. 
His parents immigrated to Pennsylva­ 
nia in 1833. 
Bishop McGovern was one of the 
best-known and most beloved Catholic 
prelates in the United States. 
He was graduated from St. Mary’s 
college, Smithsburg, Md,, in 1859. 
He 
concluded his theological course in the 
seminary at St. Charles Barromeo, 
Overbrook, and wa* ordained a priest 
Deo. 27, 1861, by Archbishop Wood. 
He was appointed bishop of the Har­ 
risburg diocese Jan. 15, 1888. He vis­ 
ited Rome three years ago and was ac­ 
corded a hearty reception by his parish­ 
ioners on his retorn home. The bishop 
is survived by two brothers and a sis 
tar. The arrangements for the funeral 
have not yet been made.

“ There is nothing new concerning the 
trust, and I don’t know when there will 
be," said a well informed manufacturer. 
"I doubt very much whether present 
plans will be carried out, bat they will 
certainly prove a winner if they are." 
The funeral of Leander Conant took 
place this afternoon from his late resi­ 
dence in Second street, Dr. J. O. Tag* 
gar! officiating. 
The services were in 
charge of the Grand Army and Sons of 
Veterans. 
The remains were interred 
in Riverview. 
New ice tanks will soon be placed in 
the waiting rooms at the station. The 
old ones have been in use for a number 
of years, and unless they are replaced 
very soon there will be no drinking 
water in the rooms. 
The old tanks are 
very rusty and leaking. 
“ It is remarkable," said a physician 
today, “that we have had no deaths 
from drowning this year. From my 
own observation, and what 
I have 
heard, scores of people bathe in the 
river, the practice being more popular 
than for years, yet not one has been 
drowned." 


Justice David J. Brewer of the Unit­ 
ed States supreme court gave out the 
following interview recently declaring 
against the annexation of the Philip­ 
pines, Porto Rico and Cuba and against 
territorial expansion or au Anglo-Amer­ 
ican alliance: 
“ I think we may have to take posses­ 
sion of Cuba, Porto Rico and the Phil­ 
ippines as a war measure and for the 
purpose of getting indemnity. I should 
look upon all save Cuba simply in the 
same light as if I held a mortgage upon 
a m an’s farm. 
I would foreclose that 
mortgage not because I wanted to take 
the farm, but for the reason I wanted 
the farm to sell in order to raise the 
money. 
I do not see how Spain will 
ever be able to pay us an indemnity, 
and so I would take her real estate. 
I 
think it is consistent w ith oar policy, 
and it is certainly necessary that we 
should keep Caba for awhile and have 
an army there to maintain good order. 
There are more than a quarter of a m il­ 
lion people on the island, and it will 
take some time to get a stable govern­ 
ment, and until they do I think, as a 
m atter of humanity, that we should 
keep a force of troops there to preserve 
order. When we have demanded posses­ 
sion of those islands as security for the 
payment of indemnity and have kept 
Cuba for the sake of order, I think we 
should then let them go. 
" I do not believe in colonial expan­ 
sion at all. 
I think Hawaii stands in 
different circumstances. 
My objection 
to colonial expansion is twofold. 
You 
take the Philippines with from 6, OOO, 
000 to 10,000,000 of people, Cuba 
with more than 250, OOO and Porto Rico, 
1 do not remember the number, but 
there is but one way to manage those 
people and that is by force, just as Eng­ 
land manages Egypt, South Africa and 
India to a great extent. 
Their govern­ 
ment over these colonies is arbitrary, 
despotic, you may call it, but they ap­ 
preciate the necessity of good govern­ 
ment and govern wisely, but for all 
that it is not a government of the peo­ 
ple. I do not see how we could initiate 
that kind of colonial government w ith­ 
out changing our theories of govern­ 
ment. Of course we could govern them— 
that would not be a physical impossi­ 
bility—but in order to do so we must 
change our theories of government. 
"In the territory we have hitherto 
taken into our government we have in­ 
troduced a territorial system of govern­ 
ment, a territorial legislature, or a gov­ 
ernm ent of the people. 
I do not think 
that that can be done with those peo­ 
ple, and I think it will be introducing 
a new system of government into the 
United States. Again, I think it would 
compel an unnecessary increase in our 
army. I do not know but that some in­ 
crease is needed. 
We would be bound 
to have a large increase in our navy, 
and I do not like the idea of the United 
States considering itself a m ilitary pow­ 
er. I think if we had a large army and 
a large navy we would be getting into 
trouble with other nations. It is human 
nature for an army officer and a navy 
officer to want promotion and if it does 
not come rapidly enough they want a 
war to bring it about. 
"In so far as the Philippines are con­ 
cerned especially it seems to me that it 
would be a black eye to the Monroe 
doctrine. When we said that the Euro­ 
pean nations must not take possession of 
any territory in this continent, it was a 
sort of implied declaration that we 
wonld not take any possessions in their 
continent. 
If we would reach out into 
Asiatic countries and take the islands 
there, it would look as though we could 
uot say anything if European nations 
reach over here aud take possession of 
territory. 
“ There is another thing in this con­ 
nection I want to talk about. 
I have 
seen in a good many religious papers 
and heard in a few sermons that because 
we have the best civilization in the 
world it was our destiny and our Chris­ 
tian duty to reach out aud make other 
nations accept our civilization. It seems 
to me that the best way we coaid make 
our civilization of value to others is by 
example and not by force. 
We could 
make it valuable to the world a great 
deal better by example than by appro­ 
priating territory. 
" If it had been proposed in congress 
the let of January to appropriate the 
Philippine islands, Porto Rico and Cu­ 
ba, I believe it would have been voted 
down four to one. 
Yet the war has de­ 
veloped such conditions that a great 
many men in congress as well as out 
of it are beginning to think that colo­ 
nial expansion is before us. There is a 
very different sentiment in congress 
than there was at that tim e." 
“ W hat is your idea about the pro­ 
posed Anglo-Saxon alliance as mention­ 
ed by Chamberlain in his speech some 
time ago aud talked of in the United 
States?" was asked. 
" I do uot believe in a formal alliance. 
I think George Washington s advice is 
as sound today as it was when it va*

The Catholic Prelate Died at Harrisburg 
of Complication of Disease*. 


H a r r isb u r g , July 26,—Right Rev. 
Thomas McGovern, bishop of Harris­ 
burg diocese, died last evening at the 
episcopal residence in this city after a 
lingering illness from a complication of 
diseases. 
He was born in the parish of San- 
libar, County Canan, Ireland, iq* 18512, 
His parents immigrated to Pennsylva­ 
nia in 1833. 
Bishop McGovern was one of the 
best-known and most beloved Catholic 
prelates in the United States. 
He was graduated from St. Mary’s 
college, Smithsburg, Md,, in 1859. 
He 
concluded his theological course in the 
seminary at St. 
Charles Barromeo, 
Overbrook, and was ordained a priest 
Deo. 27, 1861, by Archbishop Wood. 
He was appointed bishop of the Har­ 
risburg diocese Jan. 15, 1888. 
He vis­ 
ited Rome three years ago and was ac­ 
corded a hearty reception by his parish­ 
ioners on his retorn home. 
The bishop 
is survived by two brothers aud a sis­ 
ter. The arrangements for the funeral 
have not yet been made.

Haines would sail yesterday from New­ 
port News to join Miles and that most 
of General Brooke’s command would 
be embarked by tomorrow. 
The work 
of embarkation at Hampton Roads is 
being conducted with much less diffi­ 
culty and delay than was expected. 
Colonel Hecker, in charge of the trans­ 
portation division of the war depart­ 
ment, who has just returned from that 
place, Has reported to Secretary Alger 
that it is eminently suited to the ship­ 
ment of the troops. Consequently the 
secretary yesterday ordered all of Gen­ 
e ra l .Grant’s brigade, 8,000 men, from 
Chickamauga to Newport News.

Hie latest form of instrument the ther­ 
mometers are mounted on arms carried 
by a shaft that is rotated by a crank 
which is geared to the shaft 
The mo­ 
tion af the shaft rotates the therraome 
tens iu vertical planes and causes the 
water in the muslin to evaporate more 
or leas rapidly, according to the amount 
of moisture in the air. This evaporation 
lowers the temperature of the thermom­ 
eter, and from tables constructed after 
long experiments the degree of moisture 
can be determined by the difference in 
temperature between the two thermom­ 
eters.—- E. J. Brindle in Popular Science

If any American thinks our troops 
could have done better Kince they land­ 
ed in Cuba, a trip from Siboney to the 
present positions of the army would 
convince him to the contrary. 
I have 
recently returned from such a tour and 
have witnessed scenes that beggar de­ 
scription. 
On the way I met scores of 
wounded soldiers, walking as best they 
could to the general hospital at Hiboney. 
Every wounded soldier whose injury 
did not affect his legs was compelled to 
walk to the hospital. 
There was more 
tiffin enough hauling of entirely dis­ 
abled soldiers to keep the oarts busy. 
The trail from Siboney to vSan Juan 
is so difficult of passage that one can 
realize the hardships our tropes en- \ 
countered only by a personal visit. 
There are two parts of the trail, one be­ 
ing used for wagons and the other for 
men afoot. 
Both are as narrow as a I 
canal towpath. In many places it is im- 
possible for two wagons to pass, and the 
trail used by the soldiers is little wider 
than a railroad track, with wild pine 
apple and other tropical plants growing 
close to the edge of each side. 
For miles along this trail one has to 
wade through mud up to the knees, and 
the only variety in this experience is 
furnished when one gets to a stream of 
water. 
There the mud is not so thick, 
but in the five streams I forded in walk­ 
ing to the headquarters at the front 
there was mud enough for all practical 
purposes. 
It is this water that the 
troops have to drink, and the wonder is 
that many of them can tell whether 
they are taking a drink or eating a mud 
pie. 
It was most pitiable to see the 
wounded we met while passing along 
this trail. 
Some had a hand shot off, 
others had lost a few fingers, and still 
others were mourning the loss of their 
teeth. 
Many had slight flesh wounds. 
All were greatly depressed and com­ 
plaining because they had to walk from 
the battlefield to the hospital. 
But in 
making this complaint they were not 
justified by the more unfortunate who 
had been totally disabled by Spanish 
bullets. I talked with quite a number 
of these poor fellows riding along the 
rough road in carts without springs. 
With every gtep the mules took the 
carts jolted and the wounded groaned. 
Some distance up the trail from Sibo­ 
ney I noticed an American soldier lean­ 
ing over a small stream, bathing his 
head with tile muddy water. 
When I 
reached his side, I saw that his front 
teeth had been knocked out by a bullet 
that had entered there and had come 
out again through his ear. After giving 
him what little help was possible I 
tried to cheer him up. 
“ Oh, that’s all 
right,” he said sadly. 
“ I might bej 
worse off. I ’ve got four teeth left. ” 
After I had crossed the little stream 
aud was about to push forward this I 
wounded soldier shouted, “ It

The “ fighting” Fourth infantry from 
Fort Sheridan was in the thickest of the 
fight at El Caney. 
Captain Levering, 
who has passed through bitter experi­ 
ences in peace and war during the last 
few months, seemed to invite dva th, but 
was not touched. Private H osted, the 
man who swore he would kill Levering 
the first time Company C went into ac­ 
tion, was the first of Levering’® com­ 
mand to fall. 
He was shot through the 
heart. 
Levering spared neither himself nor 
his men. His losses in a company of 60 
men were 8 killed and 18 wounded. 
This was the heaviest loss sustained by 
any company in the fight. 
Levering’a 
one thought was to retrieve the reputa­ 
tion that was stained in the Hammond 
affair at Fort Sheridan. 
He thought 
nothing of his own danger and took lit­ 
tle heed of the shrapnel that sung over 
his head. His losses were nearly all sus­ 
tained before the firing line was reach 
ed. While toiling up the hill from Si- 
oney Lovering’s strength gave out and 
he was compelled4*!*) drop from tin' ranks 
and lie down by the roadside. His com­ 
pany had imperative orders aud was 
compelled to pass on and the captain 
was left alone. 
A number of stragglers 
from another company came along the 
trail and Captain Levering asked them 
to w ait a few moments until he could 
go with them. They paused, recognized 
Levering, flatly refused to comply with 
his request, and went ahead. 
Levering rejoined his command soon 
after and did much to redeem himself 
in the eyes of his men. 
When his men 
were in position, he seized a mess kit, 
which is a small pan used for cooking 
and can be turned into a shovel, aud 
proceeded to dig little trenches so that 
they m ight be in a measure protected. 
All this time he was exposed to a terri­ 
ble fire. 
His mammoth frame was a 
splendid target, but not a bullet touch 
ed him. He would plunge into trenches 
to drag the wounded to a place of safety 
while exposed to a fire which killed sev 
eral Red Cross men.—John M. Maxwell 
in Chicago Tribune. 


WAR BALLOON U N D E R FIRE. 


R em a rk a b le Encape o f I ts In m a te s F rom 
a S ca th in g F ir e a t S an tiago. 
The balloon, drawn by a strong 
rope 1,000 feet in length and held by 18 
men, was being carried all over the 
field, aud the movement of troops at 
Santiago was directed from it until it 
was finally shot to pieces at about 12 
o’clock A telegraph wire connected the 
basket of the balloon w ith the ground, 
and observations were transm itted in 
that manner to the officers below. 
F i­ 
nally a point that is now known as 
H ell's crossing was reached by the bal­ 
loon men, and a scathing fire was pour­ 
ed into the inflating bag. 
Three shells 
from a shrapnel battery tore great holes 
in it, and showers of bullets made it 
resemble a large sieve. 
Remarkable is 
the fact that the three men in the bas­ 
ket at the time it was destroyed escaped 
w ith but one slight injury. 
They were 
Colonel Drew, chief of engineers on 
General Shafter’s staff; Major J. E. 
Maxfield of the signal corps, and Ser­ 
geant Thomas C. Boone, detached from 
Company K of the Second Massachu­ 
setts volunteers, as telegrapher in the 
balloon detachm ent 
Three of the men 
holding the rope on the ground were 
wounded. The balloon was finally land­ 
ed in the middle of a stream waist deep 
just as the First and Tenth regiments 
of cavalry, dismounted, were charging 
a Spanish ambush in a field of wild 
corn on the west side of the stream, 
which for the terrible slaughter there is 
known as H ell’s crossing.—Santiago 
Letter in Springfield Republican. 


S P E E D IN BATTLE.

chine aud deplore the unfortunate cir­ 
cumstances which deprived them of an 
opportunity of demonstrating the effi­ 
ciency of their boat in the great naval 
engagement off Santiago. 
Lieutenant John C. 
Fremont, the 


nice, clean sails all neatly furled and 
their graceful lies hidden beneath a

If you were to 
see those boats three months aft* r their 
arrival in Cuban waters, you wouldn't 
recognize them as the same craft. 
All

target her destruction is practically cer­ 
tain if she is discovered at that range. 
“ The destruction of the boat would 
not count in planning such an attack, 
but the sacrifice would be useless, as in 
order to discharge her torpedo with ef­ 
fect the boat must be within I, OOO yards 
of her prospective prey. The command­ 
ers of torpedo boats, therefore, figure on 
getting w’ithin 80 seconds of their zone 
of efficiency before discovery, as after 
that point is reached the enemy could 
not sink them before they had come 
within range and fulfilled their mis­ 
sion. 
W hat happens after that doesn't 
enter into the calculations of the men 
who are working torpedo boats in our 
navy. 
“ Did you ever hear of a more gallant 
exhibition than was presented by those

Spaniards at Santiago in bringing their 
boats out in the face of what they knew 
was absolute destruction? We were out­ 
side the line of ships at the time they 
attempted to escape, as it was daytime 
and we had withdrawn to take our 
sleep. 
We saw the fight, however, and 
some of our men were crying with ex­ 
citement and disappointment because 
we couldn’t take a hand. We got steam 
np, however, aud kept prowling around 
in hopes that some loophole would offer 
a big enough opening to allow us to slip 
in and polish off some one of the en­ 
emy’s ships. 
“ The use that was made of us during 
the long days aud nights of weary 
watching outside the harbor offers a 
first rate example of the proper place 
for a boat of our class. 
The fleet at 
night was distributed in a semicircle 
about the center to the harbor. 
The 
New York, Brooklyn and Oregon had 
the right of the line, with the other 
vessels of the fleet forming the other 
quarter of the half moon formation. 
The Texas and Iowa at sunset each 
night steamed within the circle and 
took up places side by side, almost di­ 
rectly in front of the entrance to the 
harbor. Then, when darkness obscured 
everything, we would steam slowly and 
quietly down the coast, hugging the 
shore and bring to directly underneath 
the guns of Morro Castle. 
The two big 
warships then began to manipulate 
their big searchlights, illuminating the 
entrance to the harbor, but taking care 
never to expose our hiding place. 
“ If any one of the Spanish boats had 
attempted to escape by night, we would 
have stolen out from our place of con­ 
cealment aud while they were occupied 
with the Texas aud Iowa would have 
delivered a missile which would have 
rendered any further exertion on the 
part of the other vessels in our fleet en­ 
tirely superfluous.’’ 
Lieutenant Fremont’s eyes wandered 
as he spoke over the various yachts in 
the yard which were being prepared for 
blockade duty of the Cuban coast. “ See 
those little boats,“ he said, “ with their 


specimen of a ■walled town, w ith port­ 
cullis, moat, gates and battlements. 
Built over 250 years ago, it is still in 
good condition and repair. 
The walls 
are picturesque and represent a stu­ 
pendous work and cost in themselves. 
Inside the walls the city is laid off in 
regular squares, six parallel streets run­ 
ning iii the direction of the length of 
the island and seven at right angles. 
The houses are closely and com pactly 
built of brick, usually of two stories, 
stuccoed on the outside and painted in 
a variety of colors. The upper floors are 
occupied by the more respectable peo­ 
ple, while the ground floors, almost 
without exception, are given up to ne­ 
groes aud the poorer classes, who crowd 
one upon another in the most appalling 
manner. 
The population within the 
walls is estimated at 20,000, and most 
of it lives on the ground floors. 
In one 
small room with a flimsy partition a 
whole family will reside. 
The ground floors of the whole town 
reek with filth, and conditions are most 
unsanitary. 
In a tropical country, 
where disease readily prevails, the con­ 
sequences of such herding m aybe easily 
inferred. There is no running water in 
the town. 
The entire population de­ 
pends on rainwater caught on the flat 
roofs of the buildings and conducted to 
the cistern, which occupies the greater 
part of the courtyard that is an essen­ 
tial part of Spanish houses the world 
over, but that here, on account of the 
crowded conditions, is small. 
Tiiere is no sewerage, except for sur­ 
face water and sinks, while vaults are 
in every house and occupy whatever re­ 
maining solace there may be in the 
patios not taken up by the cisterns. The 
risk of contaminating the water is great, 
and in dry seasons the supply is entire­ 
ly exhausted. 
Epidemics are frequent, 
and the town is alive with vermin. 
The streets are wider than in the 
older part of Havana and will admit 
two carriages abreast. The sidewalks 
are narrow and in places will accommo­ 
date only one person. 
The pavements 
are of a composition manufactured in 
England from slag, pleasant and even 
and durable when no heavy strain is 
brought to bear upon them, but easily 
broken and unfit for heavy traffic. 
The 
streets are swept once a day by hand 
and, strange to say, are kept very clean. 
Ut oui its to|iographical situation the 
town should be healthy, but it is not. 
The soil under the city is clay mixed 
with lime, so hard as to lie almost like 
rock. 
It is consequently impervious to 
water and furnishes a good natural 
drainage. The trade wind blows strong 
and fresh, and through the harbor runs 
a stream of sea water at a speed of not 
less than three miles an hour. 
W ith 
these conditions no contagious diseases, 
if properly taken care of, could exist. 
W ithout them the place would be a 
veritable plague spot. 
Besides the town within the walls 
there are small portions just outside 
called the Marina aud Puerta de Tierra, 
ooutaining 2,000 or 8,000 inhabitants 
each. 
There are also two suburbs, one, 
San Turce, approached by the only road 
leading out of the city, and the other, 
Catano, across the t>ay, reached by ferry. 
The Marina and the two suburbs are 
situated on sandy points, or spits, and 
the latter ar© surrounded by mangrove 
swamps. 
The entire population of the 
city and suburbs, according to the census 
of 1887, was 27,000. 
It is now (1896) 
estimated at 80,000. 
One-half of the 
population consists of negroes and mix­ 
ed races.—Poston Transcript.

Justice David J. Brower of the U nit­ 
ed States supreme court gave oat the 
following interview recently declaring 
against the annexation of the Philip­ 
pines, Porto Rico and Cuba and against 
territorial expansion O ra n Anglo-Amer­ 
ican alliance: 
“ I think we may have to take posses­ 
sion of Cuba, Porto Rico and the Phil 
ippines as a war measure and for the 
purpose of gettiug indemnity. I should 
look upon all save Cuba simply in the 
same light as if I held a mortgage upon 
a m an’s farm. 
I would foreclose that 
mortgage not because I wanted to take 
the farm, but for the reason I wanted 
the farm to sell in order to raise the 
money. 
I do not see how Spain will 
ever be able to pay us an indemnity, 
aud so I would take her real estate. 
I 
think it is consistent w ith our policy, 
and it is certainly necessary that we 
should keep Cuba for awhile and have 
an army there to maintain good order. 
There are more than a quarter of a m il­ 
lion people on the island, and it will 
take some time to get a stable govern­ 
ment, and until they do I think, as a 
m atter of humanity, that we should 
keep a force of troops there to preserve 
order. When we have demanded posses­ 
sion of those islands as security for the 
payment of indemnity and have kept 
Cuba for the sake of order, I think we 
should then let them go. 
‘‘I do not believe in colonial expan­ 
sion at all. 
I think Hawaii stands in 
different circumstances. 
My objection 
to colonial expansion is twofold. 
You 
take the Philippines with from 6,000,- 
000 to 10,000,000 
of 
people, 
Cuba 
with more than 250, OOO aud Porto Rico, 
1 do not remember the number, but 
there is but one way to manage those 
people aud that is by force, just as Eng­ 
land manages Egypt, South Africa and 
India to a great extent. 
Their govern­ 
ment over these colonies is arbitrary, 
despotic, yon may call it, but they ap­ 
preciate the necessity of good govern­ 
ment and govern wisely, but for all 
that it is not a government of the peo­ 
ple. I do not see how we could initiate 
that kind of colonial government w ith­ 
out changing our theories of govern­ 
ment. Of course we could govern them— 
that woald not be a physical impossi­ 
bility—but in order to do so we must 
change our theories of government. 
“ In the territory we have hitherto 
taken into our government we have in­ 
troduced a territorial system of govern­ 
ment, a territorial legislature, or a gov­ 
ernm ent of the people. 
I do not think 
that that can be done with those peo­ 
ple, and I think it will be introducing 
a new system of government into the 
United States. Again, I think it would 
compel an unnecessary increase in our 
army. I do not know but that some in­ 
crease is needed. 
We would be bound 
to have a large increase in our uavy, 
and I do not like the idea of the United 
Staten considering itself a m ilitary pow­ 
er. I think if we had a large army and 
a large uavy we would bo gettiug into 
trouble with other nations. It is human 
nature for an army officer and a uavy 
officer to want promotion and if it does 
not come rapidly enough they want a 
war to bring it about. 
“ In so far as the Philippines are con­ 
cerned especially it seems to me that it 
would be a black eye to tho Monroe 
doctrine. Wheu we said that the Euro- 
peau nations must not take possession of 
any territory in this continent, it was a 
sort of implied declaration that wTe 
would not take any possessions in their 
continent. 
If we would reach out into 
Asiatic countries aud take the islands 
thor**, it would blok us though we could 
not say anything if European nations 
reach over hero aud take possession of 
t* notary. 
“ There is another thiug in this con­ 
nection I want to talk about. 
I have 
seen in a good many religious papers 
aud heard in a few sermons that because 
we huve the best civilization iu the 
world it was our destiny sud our Chris- 1 
tiau duty to reach out aud make other 
nations accept our civilization. It seems 
to me that the best way we could make 
our civilization of value to others is by 
example and uot by force. 
We could 
make it valuable to the world a great 
deal better by example than by appro­ 
priating territory. 
“ If it had been proposed in congress 
the 1st of January to appropriate the 
Philippine islands, Porto Rico and Cu­ 
ba, I believe it would have been voted 
down four to one. 
Yet the war has de­ 
veloped such conditions that a great 
many men in congress as well as out | spanish Reported 
of it are beginning to thiuk that colo­ 
nial expansion is before us.

M ’GOVERN 
DEAD. 


The C atholic P relate Died at H arrisburg 
o f C om plication o f Disease*. 


H a r r i s b u r g , July 26,—Right Rev. 
Thomas McGovern, bishop of Harris­ 
burg diocese, died last evening at the 
episcopal residence in this city after a 
lingering illness from a complication of 
(incases. 
He was born in the parish of San- 
libar, County Canau, Ireland, iq. 1822. 
His paients immigrated to Pennsylva­ 
nia in 1822. 
Bishop McGovern was one of the 
best-known and most beloved Catholic 
prelates in the United States. 
He was graduated from St. M ary’s 
college, Smithsburg, Md,, in 1859. 
He 
concluded his theological coarse in the 
seminary at St. 
d iaries Barromeo, 
Overbrook, and was ordained a priest 
Dec. 27, 1861, by Archbishop Wood. 
He was appointed bishop of the H ar­ 
risburg diocese .tan. 15, 1888. 
He vis­ 
ited Rome three years ago and was ac­ 
corded a hearty reception by his (>arish- 
ioners on his return home. 
The bishop 
is survived by two brothers aud a sis­ 
ter. The arrangem ents for the funeral 
have not je t been made.
